to burn “fiery crosses” it is extremely doubtful 
if such sickening outrages American 
rights as the south Fulton floggings would ever 
have occurred. : 
However, that tragic denouement is 
history, an accomplished fact, and all that can 
be done is to bring the perpetrators of the 
outrages to Justice, to exact the fullest penalty 
of the law after they have been convicted in 


fair and open trial. 
At the same time as the kloncilium ordered 


the masks removed from Klan regalia, other 
important rulings were made public. One for- 
bids the appearance of the Klan in parades 
without special -permission either from the 
state, or national, head of the order as well 
as from local authorities. 

Another places the same restriction upon 
the burning of “fiery crosses,” with the added 
‘stipulation they cannot be burned on privately 
owned property unless with the permission of 
the owner. 

It may now be expected that the Klan will 
be able to function for the real good of its 
membership and for the public at large, just 
as any other worthy secret order may function. 
Of course, it will still be possible, as in any

organization, for an undesirable individual to 
secure membership, occasionally. This, by the 
law of probability, is unavoidable. The action 
of the imperial wizard, James A. Colescott, and 
the kloncilium, however, is assurance that such 
persons will not retain their membership after 
their true character has been exposed. 

It was a bitter paradox that the Klan, 
while proclaiming its adherence to American- 
ism, followed a practice, that of public wearing 
of masks, that is the most un-American possible 
to conceive. 

If there is one basic spirit to all American- 
ism, it is Open, public support of those prin- 
ciples for which the individual stands. The 
fundamental principles enumerated in the con- 
stitution and the bill of rights must, of neces- 
sity, wither in any nation where men are per- 
mitted to hide their identities while engaged 
in any activity. 

Such hidden stealth is repugnant to every 
instinct of the free American and there can be 
no possible excuse, or condition, warranting it. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that, now their 
masks have been removed, no member of the 
Klan will be ashamed to appear in public, face 
uncovered, as an individual unit of the or- 
ganization. 

The Klan, if its membership wills, can now 
be made into a strong factor in intelligent 
education of its members in those principles 
which all men must understand and practice, 
if American democracy is to justify itself and 
survive the insidious onslaughts of those who 
would destroy it. 

If proper understanding of the foundation 
stones of this nation becomes the Klan ob- 
jective, all objectionable features which have 
marred its past will automatically be removed, 
just as the mask has now been done away 
with.

A Newspaper Centennial 


It is a frequent story, to be found at often- 
recurring intervals in the columns of your 
favorite newspaper, the report of a centennial 
celebration held by some city, some organiza- 
tion, some church or institute of learning. 

Rarely, however, does the opportunity come 
for the newspaper which rejoices with and 
pays tribute to these 100-year achievements, to 
celebrate a centennial all its own. That oppor- 
tunity comes to the Galveston (Texas) Daily 
News in 1942, and preparations are already 
under way to make the event one of memorable 
celebration. 

The Galveston News was established in 
1842. It was not the first newspaper in Texas, 
but it is the sole survivor of those published 
at the time of its first issue. 

It has reported all the great events in the 
history of the Lone Star state, with the excep- 
tion of the revolution which freed Texas, and 
three times the flag which has flown on the 
flagpole atop its building has been changed. 
At first it was the flag of the republic, then 
the Stars and Stripes. This was lowered and, 
in its place, the Stars and Bars of the Confed- 
eracy were flung to the breeze, only to make 
way, four years later, for the Stars and Stripes 
again. 

All Texas will watch with interest and pride 
the carrying out of a newspaper centennial 
program two years hence. And Georgia, with 
sister states of the south, will share that pride 
and extend sincerest congratulations to a most 
splendid newspaper for 100 years of public 
service,

As soon as Germany invaded Denmark. and 
declared a protectorate over that country, the 
Icelandic government met arid assumed the exer- 
cise heretofore exercised by. the 
King of Denmark. who is also King ‘of Iceland. 

This action could hardly be called a declara- 
tion of independence, as Iceland has been for 
years virtually independent, with only a few ex- 
ternal affairs conducted from Copenhagen. 

Yet it virtually cuts Iceland adrift. 

And it raises the question of what position the 
United States would take if Germany should at- 
tempt to extend its system to this island plateau, 
which touches the Arctic Circle and lies only 6006 
miles off the Norwegian coast 

That the Nazis will attempt anything of the 
sort, at this time, appears quite unlikely. .They 
have their hands full enough on the continent. 

What ts more, word. comes from London that 
the British navy will take Iceland under its wing. 
as it did during the Napoleonic wars. Great Brit- 
ain seized Iceland then and later returned it to 
Denmark, at the Congress of Vienna in 1815. 

Germany’s. invasion of Denmark may have no 
other effect on Iceland than to divert more of its 
considerable fish catch to the Allies.

The President recently 
sued two executive orders streamlining the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority. He transferred much of the power of the bi-partisan five- 
man board to a single individual, the CAA administrator. He abol- 
ished the previously independent air safety board, and he placed 
the revamped Aeronautic Authority under the Commerce Depart- 
ment, 

There is obviously much to be said both in favor of and against 
the plan. Its proponents argue that the reorganization will pro- 
duce clear-cut responsibility for the first time. Its opponents see 
the possibilities of political control of aviation, but ignoring the 
merits, the hubbub at the CAA gives an amusing though somewhat 
tragic insight into the workings of government. 


DEMON PLOTTER 
Robert H. Hinckley, the board chairman, 


and Clinton M. Hester, the administrator. Hinckley was a suc- 
cessful Utah automobile dealer when he was drafted into govern- 
ment in 1933. A year or so ago he was named CAA chairman. He 
sponsored the civilian pilots’ training program and is generally 
conceded to have done a good job. Hester is a government career 
man of some years who earned promotion from the Treasury after 
he helped draft the aviation act. He is a close friend of James Rowe 
and William H. McReynolds, two of the White House (secret six), 
and of Louis Brownlow, the President's adviser on government re- 
organization. Hinckley and Hester have gotten along well enough 
except for some natural jealousy 

But in government everyone his 
life, and the President's first executie order had hardly reached con- 
gress before a real feud was touched off at the CAA. A very cir- 
cumstantial and rather convincing story was soon circulated, pictur- 
ing Hester as a demon flotter determined to increase his own 
power. Hinckley was vacationing in Utah, and his sympathizers 
were honestly convinced that Hester had seized this advantage. 
As they pictured it, through good friends Rowe, McReynolds and 
Brownlow, Hester had gotten White House entree to persuade the 
President to better his own position. 

Hester protested that he knew nothing of the order, but his denial 
was taken with several grains of salt. Hadn’t Hester visited a board 
member shortly before the order: hadn’t he reported a rumor that 
the White House would decrease his own authority; hadn’t he even 
threatened to resign if this happened? True, the President’s order 
had the reverse effect, but Hinckley’s friends were convinced that 
Hester’s rumor was merely a cover-up for the plot. There was 
much strong talk at the CAA on both sides. At least one board 
member threatened to resign. Representatives of the industry heard 
the story and naturally became concerned that the CAA was about 
to be made a political football.

Oh, sure, things like Bobby Fel- | 
ler’s no-hitter will always find a 
place in the pages, and some clou- | 
ter is going to get hot for three | 
homers a game or some such stunt 
every year. But for piling up life- 
time totals in runs, hits, homers 
triples, runs batted in, and such, 
the little red book doesn’t show 
anyone around today who's going 
to do it soon.

I ascertained the British are oc- | 
cupying Bjorksden, a short dis- 
tance this side of the Swedish bor- 
der, Oyjord, Gratanjen, three 
places to the north and south of | 
Narvik, Elvegaard, Elvegaards- | 
moen, and Harstad, the British 
landing point. 

Germans Careful | 

The British appeared to be ex- 
tending their occupation. | 

The Germans, retreating south- | 
ward, were careful to keep to the 
west of the Swedish border to} 
avoid interment. 

When I arrested by the 
British troops I displayed my pass- 
port and was given my freedom. 
But it was short-lived. 

As I left Narvik to attempt a 
survey of the surrounding towns 
| again was picked up and turned 
over to the Norse military authori- 
ties. 

The Norwegians took me Lack 
to Narvik because my visa was 
not stamped for regular passage 
over the border and ordered me 
to return to the south. 

During the escorted trip to the 
border I saw several German pa- 
trols in the distance, about five! 
miles from the Swedish line, and | 
also scattered Norwegian troops. | 

Troops Interned. 

But I arrived unmolested at 
Kiruna, Swedish iron ore mine 
Town, 

With more than 250 #$=Norse 
troops, who crossed the border 
nea were interned, I was held 
under guard in Kiruna until a 
train left and then was placed in 
charg the conductor who w 
ordered not to let me off until we 
reached Vaunnas. 

Fourteen Norwegian wounded 
were in the group crossing the 
border. The Norwegians told me 
the Germans lost little time in 
starting their retreat when they 
heard the British were arriving.

All foreigners have been or- 
dered from the territory, includ- 
ing foreign journalists, with or 
without passes. 

Swedish journalists still are 
crossing the border at will, how- 
ever, and when I suggested that 
this hardly was cricket, a Norwe- 
gian captain said, “Neither was the 
invasion of Scandinavia.” 

The Norwegian wounded were

On my way to the. northern 
front I took a 35-hour train ride 
from Stockholm, where I was 
Stopped the first time. 

Skips Train. 

When military police insisted 
they would not be responsible for

uncomfortable train ride should 
not be in vain. 

So after being ordered to return 
south I skipped the train at Gel- 
livare, 70 miles south. There the 
taxi- driv agreed to make the 
trip into Norway for a bonus. 

By buntfling down in the rear 
seat I reached the frontier a mile 
north of Vassijaure-Riksgransen 
and shortly. after noon crossed the 
border.
